Wuen we first heard of the disturbances at the Fair 
of Navan, we could hardly credit that in the nine- 
teenth century, and in open day, sueh acts would be 
tolerated in any country possessing a government. 
That a body of young men, regularly organised, and 
headed by a band specially imported from Liverpool, 
should dare to break up a constituted fair, to drive 
the cattle from the field, and to beat the peasantry 
who ventured to buy or sell, surpassed belief. We de- 
termined to await the judicial inquiry which we knew 
would ensue before expressing an epinion upon the 
tease. The investigation has been held, and has ended 
as most investigations do—in nothing. All parties 
have shaken hands, the assaulters and assaulted have 
become friends, and we have no wish to open the wound 
afresh. Yet, some brief remarks are called 
for in consequence of some curious circumstances 
connected with the investigation  itself.--- 
There was a full bench of magistrates present, 
aud amongst them a Stipendiary. There were thir- 
tcen summonses altogether, of which twelve were at 
once dismissed, no evidence whatever being produced 
against the parties. The thirteenth was the subject of 
an edifying hesitation. At first the sentence delivered 
by the Chairman was, that Michael Gibney had com- 
mitted an assault, and that he should be confined in 
the county jail of Trim for one month, and kept to 
hard labour. Rather a hard sentence, especially as 
Mr. Curran remarked the prisoner was convicted of 
an assault upon one man, because he struck the horse 
of another! This observation seems to have struck 
the magistratcs, who retired, not to re-consider their 
verdict, but to amend the form of it, and 
again returned into court and repeated the 
sentence. Mr. Curran appeals to the bench 
te inflict only a nominal penalty, upon 
which the magistrates again retire, and having heard 
new evidence from a witness who saw the assault, 
thus express their unanimous decision :— 


“ The magistrates once more retired, and after they 
again came into court the chairman said---We have a 
remarkably full bench. to day, and we all came into 
town to have the law vindicated. We dismissed all the

plan could be adopted, which would render the 
compendium so easy of access as to rival the 
facilities afforded by an ordinary City Directory. 

A most skilfully prepared Act of Parliament, 
entirely altering this system of registration (13 
& 14 Vict., ¢. 72), now lies a dead letter on the 
Statute-boek, the proposed system being on the 
principle of “a registry of titles.” Could such a 
system be brought into operation, the effect would be, 
that instead of registering deeds seriatim, as at pre 
sent, the registry of each deed should contain a di- 
rection, mentioning the title to which it belonged ; and 
then it would be recorded solely with respect to that 
title, and placed along with the other deeds connected 
therewith, instead of being intermingled, as at pre- 
sent, with hundreds of thousands of others, which 
have no relation to such title. A registry of titles 
has, therefore, many advantages over a continuous 
registry, but it is still subject to some, though, per- 
haps, not insuperable obstacles ; for suppose a deed, 
acting on several detached properties derived from 
different “ roots,” and not connected under one title, 
such a deed would von a be registered or noted 
umder every title from which any property acted on 
were derived. It is true it might then be consti- 
tuted and registered as the foundation of a new title ; 
but, yet, this would again diverge, and confusion 
might result. i 

As it has been intimated that a system based upon 
registration oí title will be introduced during the 
next session, it is of some importance that the profes- 
sion should be well acguainted with its provisions. 
The registry of “deeds,” as at present constituted, 
though in some respects effecting much good, in others 
isa total failure. The object which ought specially to be 
arrived at isthe easy transfer of land in Ireland, 
and whatever ‘method is most likely to effect that, 
whether it be the alteration of the present system 
or the introduction of a new one, deserves the most 
careful consideration. 


POST OFFICE DELINQUENCIES. 

We are wearied out with remonstrances from all 
quarters respecting the non-delivery of our papers to 
subscribers. As many as twenty complaining letters 
reach us of a morning. What can we do to check this 
most unprincipled abuse of Post-effice opportunities ? 
There is no local stamp affixed upon newspapers as 
upon letters, so that it is impossible to track the course 
of a paper until it is abstracted. It appears to us that 
the officials and subordinates amply supply themselves 
with newspapers according to their several poli- 
tics, for all are taken. Even the country journals 
are confiscated, as the following extract 
from. the Tipperary Examiner will show :— 
“ The: utmost’ precautions possible are taken in our 
« office to ensure the posting of eur papers regularly, so 
“that we are in acondition to prove that no mistake 
“occurs on our part. The plunder in the Post-office is 
“quite intolerable, and redress seems to be altogether

“ after a while comes a printed form of a letter stating 
“that after every inquiry had been made, no explanation

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“ serious pecuniary losses to which we are subjected by Ír 
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sent age is supposed to be faveured with a much larger 
share of moral and intellectual enlightenment than any 
of its predecessors--yea more, that the spirit of this 
nineteenth century of the Christian dispensation is re- 
preserzied as essentially rational and humane. ‘The re- 
putation of the age is in fact almost of a millenial char- 
acter. Of all the nations that bask in the sunshine of 
this luminous epoch, the English and the French are re- 
puted to be the mostenlightened. Theirs is the highest 
civilisation ; and the grandest manifestations of the 
spirit of the age are sought for in their national acts and 
performances. 

Let us contemplate these two foremost nations of our 
time in their present matual attitude. What do we see? 
Not the manifestation of that mutual confidence and 
cordial good understanding which ought to subsist be- 
tween near neighbours and professed allies; not that 
spirit of peace and good will which ought to pervade the 
relations of Christian and civilised nations; but the very 
reverse of all this. Engiand and France exhibit at 
present a most painful and ignoble spectacle. We 
blush for the vaunted civilisation of the age; we 
sigh at the incurable folly of the human race, 
when we consider the busy task in which the 
two Governments are now engaged. Their speech 
to one another is peaceful always, but their actions are 
in direct antagonism to their professions. Each Govern- 
ment hasin turn premised to decrease its armaments, 
and has disappointed and amazed all reasonable and 
well-disposed men by doing the very contrary instead, 
On the formation of the present Administration of LordPal- 
merston the hustings’ declarations of some of the new 
Ministers, and the assertions of several organs of the 
Ministerial press, gave the country to  under- 
stand that the new Government would arrest the 
course of lavish expenditure in the naval and military 
departments which had ben entered upon 
by its Tory predecessor. We hailed with a due 
meed of praise these symptoms of returning reason in 
our rulers, and we believe the impression was general 
in the press, as among the general public, that no further 
steps would be taken towards placing our armaments on 
a war footing in a time of peace, as was obviously the 
intention of the Derby Cabinet. There was a short 
pause in the busy bustle of our dockyards and ar- 
senals. But not many days elapsed before the suspen- 
ded labours went on as bosily as ever; and the din of 
warlike preparation resounded all along our shores once 
more. ‘I'o crown as it were their infatuated conduct in 
thus wasting the public treasure, the ministry have just 
issued a commission of fortification, worded in the most 
alarming language, the motive for this measure being 
described as “divers good causes and considerations,” 
and its object being stated to be “ the protection of our 
royal arsenals and dockyards, in case of any hostile at- 
tack being made by foreign ene mies, both by sea and 
land.’”’ Our neighbours across the Channel will doubt- 
less feel highly complimented by the want of confidence 
and positive suspicion and fear in their regard which this 
strange declaration undoubtedly inauplies. 

While the British Government appears inclined to 
look upon the French as “ foreign enemies,” the atti- 
tude of the Imperial Government is not a whit more 
rational. To-be-sure we have a most praiseworthy 
speech from the Count de Morny—a speech which seems 
inspired by an honest attachment to the cause of Peace, 
and, moreover, by a most friendly feeling towards the 
English nation. We concur in almost every observation 
which the Count made in the course of this oration. 
Yet we must avow that as far as we are concerned at 
least, it fails to produce the impression which it is 
obviously. intended to create in the English mind ; 
namely, that our Government, our press, and our nation 
at large, are alone to blame for the want of cordiality 
and of mutual confidence which unfortunately cha- 
racterises at present the mutual attitude of the two 
countries.

LARGE SHOAL OF MACKEREL ON THE SOUTH- 
EASTERN COAST. 

For some days past immense quantities of mackerel 
fry have been noticed along the northern point of the 
coast of Wexford for a distance of several miies, extend- 
ing from Courtown harbour to Blackwater, numbers 
having been thrown up by tide. But on Sunday last, 
28th inst., the seaboard presented a most striking ap- 
pearance, being literally alive with these fish, both large 
and gmail; the jarge ones seemed evidently to be prey- 
ing on the fry, as also were numbers of dog-fish; and at 
Poulduff, where they appeared most numerous, a very 
large conger-eel was also making a rich harvest, being 
in full chase, and quite distinctly seen securing several. 
There were quantities taken and offered for sixpence a 
hundred, but no one seemed to care for them. The large 
ones were a good size and in good condition. Fish of 
every description have been quite at a discount in the 
neighbourhood of Wexford since the melancholy loss of 
the Pomona; and whether a foolish prejudice, or other- 
wise, still the effect ot that most disastrous loss of life 
has been to deprive in a great measure the poor fisher- 
men in the neighbourhood of their principle means of 
earning a livelihood, no one liking to use fish caught on 
this coast.—From a Correspondent.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF QuacKkERY—CoRoNER’s INQUEST. 
—On Wednesday, the 10th inst., J. T. Brownrigg, Esq., 
Coroner, held an inquest on view of the body of Red- 
mond Kavanagh, a weaver, in the townland of Waste, 
beyond Camolin, who had a cancer plaster put on his 
leg in the town of Enniscorthy, on the last fair day, 
August Ist. All that could be gleaned of the act was 
that the plaster was put on, and that the usual symp- 
toms of poisoning set in. The plaster was taken off and 

thrown into the fire, and the part affected poulticed with 
barley and linseed meal. The poor fellow died on the 
9th inst. No trace of the poisoning material could be 
found. Dr. Irvine was examined at the inquest as to 
the cause of death, and the verdict returned was, “ The 
man died from arsenic externally applied, but by whom 

applied there was no evidence to show.” On further in- 

quiries being made by the police, it turned out that a 

man, answering the description of deceased, had made 

application for arsenic in this town, but there was such 

extreme secrecy in the case that nothing was made out ; 

but the authrities are on the alert, and using every ex- 

ertion to discover by whom the arsenic was applied.—

The late rains have been of much service to the 

turnips which promise well at present, We are sorry to 

say that the blight hasreappeared in the potatoes, but we 

trust that the injury done to the crop will be very slight, 

and that sufficient will remain sound for the consumption 

ofthe country.

DEATH OF LEIGH HUNT. 


Leigh Hunt died on Sunday morning at Putney, where 
he had been residing for some weeks. He had been in a 
delicate state of health for some time, but the imme- 
diate illness which caused hie death was but of short du- 
ration. He passed away at the last almost without pain. 
He was born on the 19th of October, 1784, and had thus 
nearly completed his seventy-fifth year. 

Leigh Hunt may bo said to be the last of a group of 
poets and essayists who achieved fame almost contem- 
poraneously in the earlier years of this century. His 
name and writings have been associated with those of 
Byron, Shelley, Coleridge, Hazlitt, Lamb, Werdsworth, 
Southey, Scott, Moore, Jeffrey, and many more—all 
of whom have now passed away. ‘The first five named 
were his personal friends and associates. The character 
of Leigh Hunt’s writings are very varied. As an essay- 
ist he had occasionally flashes of that odd humour which 
in Charles Lamb’s writings is so irresistible and unique, 
but their prevailing characteristics was a delicate sensi- 
tiveness of thought which seemed sometimes carried to 
excess. To readers who love bold positive dogmas, Leigh 
Hunt seemed always too considerate, too capable of see- 
ing many sides of a question, but the peculiarity was 
evidently the result of very wide-spread sympathies, 
and a thorough conscientiousne in literary expression. 
Those who knew him personally also recognised in his 
writings the natural gentlenessand “ charity that think- 
eth no evil” which marked him asa man. There pro- 
bably were few men more ready to admit the possible 
and probable possession of virtues and redeeming quali- 
ties in others (even in those most clearly convicted of 
offences) than was Leigh Hunt, and this tendency 
weakens the force of expression in many of his written 
opinions. It gave to hasty observers an impression pre- 
judicial to his manliness, but Leigh Hunt proved his 
moral courage more decisively than by denunciation of 
opinions adverse to his own. In days when liberal 
opinions were dangerous, he expressed them firmly and 
fearlessly, and he suffered with calm constancy an im- 
prisooment which a slight submission could have easily 
evaded. His rank asa poet isa matter more for li 
disquisition than for any biographical sketch ;"few will 
deny the happiness and beauty of many of the passages 
in the ‘‘ Story of Rimini,” his longest and probably his 
best-known poem. Of late years his writings have not 
been many. His latest book was “The Old Court 
Suburb”—a pleasant genial gossip about Kensington. 
He was a contributor to Honsehold Words, and up to 
within the last few weeks he supplied an occasional 
contribution to the Spectator. 

The following narrative of the main facts of his lite

SCARCITY OF HARVEST LABOUR. 
(From the Bconomist:) 

For the last two or three years there have been com- 
plaints that labourers to get in the harvest have become 
scarce. Certain it is that harvest wages have advanced 
considerably within that period, and this year scarcity 
of labourers and exorbitant prices for cut the grain 
crops have been complained oí throughout the English 
rural districts. But for the checks given to harvest- 
work by successive rains, it is impdéssible to estimate 
the extravagant prices which might have been demand- 
el]. In Lineolnshire, especially, these Complaints have 
been loud and general. Soin Devonshire; and, indeed, 
more or less, in most of our English counties, 
Various causes are mentioned as having con- 
tributed to this state of things. The great 
diminution, in some districts the total cessation 
of Irish immigrant labourers, by whom s0. mach of eu 
extra work at hay-making and harvest was once perfor- 
med, are obvious and very material causes of the actual 
ecarcity. Both railway labour and emigration have 
been operating causes for years past, and though the 
militia and the army have latterly taken off a consider- 
able number of young labourers, they have generally 
consisted of the looser and least industrious of the rural 
population. “lo some extent the militia system has de- 
teriorated and demofalised the rural population; fora man 
once having become half a soldier is seldom worth much 
for any useful occupation, and, generally, farmers are 
rather glad when the militiamen betake themselves 
to the army, as they very frequently do. We believe, 
howev@, that our best harvestmen, whose services 
we now miss; have been very much absorbed into other 
and more profitable exniployments; eonsequent on the 
extension of trade, commerce, and mahufsctures, as 
well as into what may be called the superior and per- 
manent places on farms. And this is a hopeful view of 
the subject, leading us to look for a permanent rise in 
rural wages, as well as a more extensive empleyment at 
piece-work. The employment of machinery, too, will 
enable farmers to rely on the better classes of rural 
labourers for getting in their hay and corn harvest. 
With mowing and reaping machines, horse rakes, hay- 
making maclines, and the like—let them all be brought 
into general use—farmers may discard the services of 
Irish reapers, militiamen, and other half-labourer, half 
vagabond assistants, on whose aid they have hitherto 
been too dependent. Rural labourers will every day 
become more and more, what they once were, skilled 
labourers. {t was what nsed to be called the surplus 
labour that farmers could take on and shuffle off at any 
time, by which so much of the harvest work was done, 
and such labour is commonly of the feeblest and least 
effective kind. The men who can take care of horses, 
cattle, or sheep, the hedgers and ditchers, the drainers, 
the ploughmen, and the men who can manage steam 
machinery and superior implements, are all persons pos- 
sessed of some degree of skill, who are in regular em- 
ployments, and whose labour is now becoming more 
valuable than ever. ‘These are the men who neither 
become poachers, militiamen, nor soldiers, and they form 
a class uf whom the English farmer may well be proud, 
and whom he ought to encourage. 

A somewhat amusing controversy has arisen out of 
this scarcity of harvestmen. Some correspondents of 
daily newspapers have suggested that the soldiers and 
militiamen now camped about in different parts of the 
country might be allowed leave to take harvest work 
after the fashion of the French soldiery, to which some 
irate officers have answered that their men would be- 
come “demoralised” by harvest work. This is suffi- 
ciently absurd. Farmers could understand the ob- 
jection that the soldier harvestmen would “ demoralise ” 
the district in which they were employed, and far- 
mers probably would be very shy of employing them 
at all. It would not, however, be for the benefit of 
the community that soldiers should be employed to 
meet any assumed emergency in reference to the har- 
vest. If they are really wanted as soldiers, let them be 
kept to their special duties ; if they are not so wanted, 

let them be disbanded, and fall back as they best can 
into the ranks of useful industry. But there could be 
no greater curse to any rural district than to have such 
a set of men as soldiers are turned loose as harvestmen 

upon our farms and villages. It is contrary to all 
sound principles of economy, as it is inconvenient in. 
practice, that husbandmen shonid be diverted from 
their ordinary svocations to learn the use of arms or 
share in the licence of camps, or that the men who are 
hired for military duties should be allowed to make a 


#aturnalia in our harvest fields. The present scarcity 


of labour for the harvest is a temporary evil farmers 
may very well provide against in future by the use of 
machinery, and by the encouragement, in the form of 
wages and piece work, of their regular and respectable 
labourers. ,

CanLow, Aug. 30.—A fire ofa serious nature occurred 
in this town on Sunday night last, owing, it is said, to 
one of theinmatesofthe house being under the influence 
of drink, and allowing the candle to remain lighted after 
retiring to rest. The fire was first discovered about ten 
o’clock on Sunday night, and extinguisheded, as it was 
then thought, before any damage was done. Under the 
impresssion the intiates of the house (which is in 
Tullow-street, and adjoins a public-house) retir 
to rest, where they remained for a couple of 
hours, when to their horror they discovered 
that the fire had again broken out in a thatched slee 
ing apartment at the ‘rear, close towhich, on one side, 
was a very large rick of hay, and on the other a public- 
house. The alarm was immediately given, and in @ few 
seconds the constabulary, headed by the sub-inspector, 
Mr. Medlicott, and accompanied by a large number 
ofthe inhabitants of the town, were on the spot, en- 
deavouring as far as possible to suppress the flames, 
which, at this time, were at their height, and also to 
prevent their spreading to the adjoining premises, 
or coming in contact with the rick of hay close by. With 
as little delay as possible the small fire engine 
belonging to the military barracks was got into working 
order, the water being supplied from the several iy 
in theneighbourhood. For better than two hours the 
conflict between the two elements—fire and water—was 
carried on, at the end of which time the former was 
entirely extinguished, before any very material 
had been dene to the adjoining houses, although the 
apartmentin which the broke out was entirely con- 
sumed. Too much praise could not be given to the 
constabulary, and, infact, all present as owing to their 
exertions an immensity of valuable property has been 
saved from destruction.

Perhaps 
she can do better with the humble faculties of Anne 
Dure and Margucrite Mounier, than if she had ensconced 
herself with the greatest fiuancier‘or the greatest savant in 
Europe. °The%great prize of 3,000f. was voted to the Abbe 
Hulliun for the foundation, with the smallest resources, 
ufan asylum for vagabond children. ‘This establish- 
meni, founded by the Abbe in 1845, has maintained 
itself without any aid but voluntary subscription until 
it has increased to an immense size and first-rate im- 
portance. One hundred and seventy-five deserted chil- 
dren and orphans are now fed, clothed, lodged, and 
apprenticed out to some useful trade, and established in 
business, by the Abbe Hulliun, whose work, embracing 
Christian charity from the highest ground, was looked 
upon as entitled to the highest prize.

THE VINTAGE IN FRANCE. 
FR The demand for wine continues to be animated at 
Bercy, and a further rise of from 6f. to 10f. the cask 
was declared last week. The vintage has been greatly 
improved in many places by the late rains, but taken 
altogether the produce will be much inferior to that of 
last year in point of quantity. The oidium has caused 
much damage in the south-east and south-west of 
France. Hailstorms have destroyed the vineyards at 
Blois which the disease had spared. The crop is re- 
duced to almost nothing in the Sologne; vineyards 
which produced from 30 to 40 casks of wines the acre 
last year will not give more than three or four this 
year, ‘The malady is said to be increasing every day on 
the high grounds near Orleans, Tours, and Beaugency; 
end the dry weather has caused further injury. Some 
vineyards will not produce more than two casks the 
acre; and to make matters worse there is no old 
wine on hand. A considerable rise in prices is 
announced at Macaon. Wine of the Beaujolais 
has risen 20f. the hegshead within a few days, and 
other wines in a similar proportion. The vine- 
growers are in despair at seeing their chance of a good 
vintage diminish daily. The vintage in the neighbour- 
hood of Lyons promises well as regards quality. The 
grapes are beginning to ripen, and will probably be 
gathered by the 15th September. A vintage commen- 
ced at that period always gives good wine. Some vine- 
yards promise as good a vintage as that of last year, 
but they form the exception. Frequent hailstorms and 
the long-continued dry weather have in many districts 
ruined the hopes of the proprietors, but in others the 
damage is not sogreat. The variation in the appearance 
of the vineyards render it difficult to calculate the 
amount of the produce, It is generally estimated at one 
half the crop of last year. Accounts from Narbonne 
state that large purchases of wine have been made there 
lately at from 20f. to 27f. the hectolitre taken in the cel- 
lars. Holders of superior quality demand 30f. the 
hectolitre, and the anxiety of purchasers make a further 
rise probable. The demand for home consumption, and 
the fear of a bad vintage (which is calculated at only 
the third of an ordinary crop), produces daily fresh

ROMANTIC CAUSE CELEBRE IN THE FRENCH 
COURTS 


The First Chamber at Paris is busy at this moment 
pleading one of the most extraordinary and romantic 
cases ever submitted to the novel reader by the horror- 
stricken imagination of Anne Radcliffe. In the Ave 
Mort Jules Janin has invented something like it, but 
falling far short of the reality, so true it is that every- 
thing happens in civilised countries. One of the oldest 
and most powerful’names in Britanny—that of Lantivy— 
is now defending its honour, tooth and nail, for it has 
becn usurped too long, and it has grown weary with 
suffering the abuse. In the year 1788 a Countess 
de Maurey, being separated from her husband for 
certain psccadilloes, as was much the faghion then, 
the same as now, was living in a convent, which, by- 
the-bye, has ceased to be the mode in the like case now- 
a-days. The convent chosen was that of Buron, which 
possessed for spiritual director of the ladies a handsome 
young monk of Fontevrault, whose name was Daviere. 
In a year or two the revolution broke out—monks and 
nuns became obsolete and forbidden things, and Daviere 
became the priest of the small village of Are ; while the 
countess, quite bewildered, not knowing where to fly to 
shelter her innocence, naturally bethought herself that it 
would nowhere be so securely protected as with her spiri- 
tual adviser and confessor, her spiritual father in God, 
the handsome young monk of Fontevrault. Ah! but 
frora bad to worse. After the suppression of convents came 
the suppression of priests and aristocrats of all kinds—the 
monk disappeared,the countess was arrested, conveyei to 
prison,convicted of being well born,and sentenced to death. 
The night before her execution,while she was on her knees 
imploring Heaven for mercy, at the witching hour of 
twelve the door of her cell creaked upon its hinges, and 
her gaoler stood before her and whispered in her ear, 
“Consent to become my wife and your sentence shall be 
revoked.” The countess shuddered, her aristocratic in- 
stinct gave her disgust and loathing at the idea of such 
a union—but the love of life in one so young and beau- 
tiful overcame other scruples, and she murmured, “ But 
my husband ”’ But that was no objection in those 
days. The count’s emigration had classed him among 
the dead, and “life is sweet.” The countess, therefore, 
without hesitation, married the Citizen Daviere ; for the 
handsome young monk of Fontevrault, the pious con- 
fessor of Buron, the humble village priest of Aze, the 
gaoler of the prison of Laval, had become no other than 
the Citizen Daviere. One son was born of this marriage. 
He is now an old man, being born in 1795. He has 
been called from his childhood Daviere de Lantivy, and 
the present suit is instituted against him and his family, 
for bearing the name, by the Counts de Lantivy, who 
having been what they call defrauded of their right- 
ful inheritance by the carrying away of the dowry of 
the Countess de Maurey—which would have returned to 
the Lantivysif she had not married Daviere---think it 
very hard that the name itself, as well as the money, 
should likewise have passed to the unskirted monk of 
Fontevrault. The case is a very difficult one to judge at 
the Paris Bar, as one of the most exalted of its members 
stands in precisely the sameiposition as the son of Daviere 
the monk, and the decision now about to be given may 
expose him to the same liability of attack by the relations 
of his mother. ed 


FRIGHTFUL BARBA RITY IN CRETE. 

A letter from Canea, in the island of Crete, dated the 
8th ult., says:— 

“ An act of dreadfuljbarbarity, committed by the in- 
habitants of a Greek village almost at the gates of the 
capital of the island, has in aroused the ill-quieted 

assions of our irreconcileable Greek and Turkish popu- 
ations, and threatens to kindle once more the torch 
flame of insurrection. Constandi Georgila, a Greek of 
the village of Vafi, in the district of Apokorona, had 
been owing for some time to the Government forty thou- 
sand piastres, for tithes which he had farmed. His 
brother, his partner in the transaction, was alread 
detained in Canea for this debt, but ‘Constandi 
had always declined coming into town to render his 
accounts. A warrant of arrest was in consequence 
issued against him, and Tchsouch Hadji Hussein, of the 
local police,"and four zaptichs (armed policemen), were 
ordered to Vafi to execute the warrant. Hussein and 
his men arrived at Vafi and immediately, went to the 
house of Constandi; there they found Constandi and his 
friends armedand ready to resist them; an affray ensued 
in which both Greeks and Turks received slight wounds, 
and Hadji Hussein, finding that he was outnum-, 
bered, withdrew and left the villageto return to town.

THE AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE.---THE AMERI- 

CAN PRESIDENCY. 

Mr. Douglas, who is generally understood to be oneof 

the candidates for the Presidency of the United States, 

has published the following letter on the revival of the 


African slave trade :--- 
“Washington, August 2. 

“My Dear Srr,---You do me no more than justice in 
your kind letter, for which accept my thanks, in assum- 
ing that Ido not concur with the Administration in 
their views respecting the rights of naturalised citizens 
as defined in the ‘Le Clerc letter,’ which, it is proper 
to Observe, have been since materially modified. 

“Under our constitution there can be no just dis- 
tinction between the right of native-born and natura- 
lised citizens to claim the protection of our government 
at home and abroad. Unless naturalisation releases the 
person naturalised from all obligations which he owed 
to his native country by virtue of his allegiance, it 
leaves him in the sad predicament of owing allegiance to 
two countries without receiving protection from 
either---a dilemma in which no American citizen should 
ever be placed. 

“Neither have you misapprchended my opinions in 
respect to the African slave trade. That question 
seriously disturbed the harmony of the Convention 
which framed the federal constitution. Upon it the 
delegates divided into two parties, under circumstances 
which, for a time, rendered harmonious action hopeless. 
The one demanded the instant and unconditional pro- 
hibition of the African slave trade, on moral and religious 
grounds, while the other insisted that it was alegitimate 
commerce, involving no other consideration than a sound 
public policy, which each State ought to be permitted to 
determine for itself, so long as it was sanctioned by its 
own laws. {Each party stood firmly and resolutely by 
its own position until both became convinced that this 
vexed question would break up the Convention, destroy 
the Federal Union, blot out the gloriesof the revolution, 
and throw away all its blessings, unless some fair and 
just compromise could be formed on the common ground 
of such ‘mutual concessions as were indispensable to 
the preservation of their liberties, union, and indepen- 

ence. 

“Such acompromise was effected and incorporated 
into the constitution, by which it was understood that 
the African slave trace might continue as a legitimate 
commerce in those States whose laws sanctioned it until 
1808, from and after which time Congress might and 
would prohibit it for ever throughout the dominion 
and limits of the United States, and pass all laws 
which might become necessary to make such pro- 
hibition effectual. The harmony of the Convention 
was restored and the Union saved by this compromise, 
without which the constitution could never have been 
mace, 

“I stand firmly by this compromise, and by all the 
other compromises of the constitution, and shall use my 
best efforts to carry each and all of them into faithful ex- 
ecution in the sense and with the understanding in 
which they were originally adopted. In accordance 
with this compromise I am irreconcileably opposed to 
the revival of the African slave trade in any form and 
under any circumstances. “S. A. Doua as,

Apropos of such letters, and of all declarations of 
opinions from candidates in advance, it may be interest- 
ing to know (writes the Zimes’ correspondent) how the 
chances stand in the next House of Representatives. The 
constitution provides that, in case neither candidate re- 
ceives a majority in the electoral college, the House of 
Representatives shall elect a President from the three 
highest candidates,each State to have one vote, and an 
absolute majority to be necessary for a choice. ‘The 
whole number of States is 33, consequently the success- 
ful candidate, in case the election falls upon the House, 
must receive the votes of 17 States. The Opposition 
have already secured 17 States, the Democracy 13, and 
there is every probability that the votes of the remaining 
States will be tied. This makes a Democratic success 
apparently impossible, but, unfortunately for such a 
calculation, the different elements of the Opposition are 
as widely divided as itis possible for political parties to 

The Southern Opposition ‘States are secured to 
the old Whigs on pro-slavery issues, while the Repub- 
licans bold the Northern States. Hence there is no 
probability of a union upon a Republican---not as much 
probability as there is that some weak Southern Whig 
may float over to the Democracy, and give them the 
needed State. This is by no means an impossible re- 
sult should the Democrats present a candidate with 
Northern leanings. This uncertain division of parties 
in the House shows the necessity for each of the two 
great parties nominating a candidate strong encugh to 
command the full vote of the party throughout the 
country, and prevent a scrub race in the House of Re- 
presentatives.

Tur Forests or Scrspg.— The annual report of the 
acting forest ranger for the year 1858-59 is unusually 
interesting. It appears from this valuable paper that 
the receipts are 64,812 rupees to cover an expenditure 
of 39,584 rupees. The surplus, it is stated, would have 
been still greater but for various incidental causes, such 
as the construction of roads for the conveyance of tim- 
ber, and the new arrangements necessitated by the in- 
creased demand for fuel on the part of the river steamers. 
The wood chiefly used for that purpose is that of the 
tamarisk, which has the advantage of giving out an in- 
tense heat, though it burns more rapidly than is alto- 
gether desirable. There is also another point in its 
favour, and that is the facility with which it is cut 
down and prepared for use. Besides, in four years 
after a tamarisk jungle has been felled a second 
crop is ready for the weodsman, and it will grow on soil 
impregtated with salt and saltpetre, on which it would 
be impossible to plant the babool. ‘This last is the staple 
tree in Lower Scinde, and actually supplies better fuel 
than the tamarisk, though it is more expensive co con- 
vey to the coaling stations on the river. In Upper 
Scinde the tree most frequently met with is the 
Euphrates poplar, which is described as resembling the 
willow, both in the quality of its timber and in the 
manner of its growth. In all, there are seventy-four 
forests under the surveillance of the ranger, covering an 
aren of 1,300,000 acres. Now, it is calculated that the 
Indus Flotilla, the Railway Company, and the Oriental 
“Steam Navigation Company, consume annually 
about 950,000 maunds, or 31,600 tons of fuel. 
At present this can be supplied at the different stations 
at the rate of nine shillings per ton, but as one ton of 
coals is equal to two tons of firewood, the actual cost is 
as if coal were obtainable for eighteen shillings per ton. 
With proper management there is no doubt that these 
forests may be made to produce an abundant supply for 
almost any length of time, but the great want is that of 
steam saw-mills, as sufficient manuai labour is not easily 
obtainable in such a thinly-peopled country. The local 
government will scarcely fail to sanction the erection of 
such mills, while the general management of the forests 
cannot be entrusted to better hands than those of Mr. 
Dalzell, the present ranger.—Allen’s Indian Mail. 

‘ue Iron Crown or LomsBarpy.---The Iron Crown 
of Lombardy says a Turin letter has been the subject 
of a rather seriot3 discussion at Zurich. The point at 
issue is not so much the possession of this curious relic 
as of who shall hold theoffice of grand master of the 
order eslablished by Napoleon I. when he had himself 
crowned King of Italy. The crown has been carried 
off by the Austrians, and as the Emperor of Austria 
possesses it he thinks he has still a right to name the 
commanders sand knights as he has hitherto done. 
King Victor Emmanuel has protested against that pre- 
tension, affirming that the Iron Crown is the property 
of Lombardy, and that the order of knighthood is Lom- 
bard, and that the grand master is the king of the 
country, and not the Emperor Francis Joseph. 


DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 

A shocking accident, which has created a profound 
sensation among the principal families and the district 
generally, occurred on Friday afternoon to Mrs. Har- 
rison, wife of Mr. George Harrison, Secretary to the 
Mcnmouthshire Railway Company, and resulted instan- 
taneously in her death. The deceased lady with her 
husband resided by the side of the line, about a mile 
and a half from Newport, being, as well as the other 
members of the family, in the habit of walking upon it 
whenever occasion required. In the course of the day 
indicated, Mrs. Harrison and Mr. Harrison had been out 
a short distance by train, and were returning upon foot 
along the railroad. Mr. Harrison, who was 40 or 50 yards 
in advance, had taken a side footpath, while his ill-fated 
wife was walking upon the “six foot,” as the space be- 
tween the up and down lines is termed. They were 
within abouta quarter of a mile of their house, on an 
embankment between the Malpas and the Crindan cut- 
tings, when a down train from Hereford, consisting of 
14 or 15 trucks laden with timber, came upon them. 
The speed was inconsiderable, not more than five or six 
miles an hour. The engineer perceived them at 150 
yards distance, and gave a loud and continuous whistle, 
but without attracting the unfortunate lady’s notice. 
Mr. Harrison also turned round and made the most en- 
ergetic motions, without avail, however, until the train 
was within half a dozen yards, when she suddenly ap- 
peared to be frightened, and jumped from the “ six foot,”’ 
a place of comparative safety, to the down line, in front 
of the engine.
